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OSBORN HISTORY 


The name "Osborn" is of Norse origin and means "Divine Bear" or 
"Bod Bear", It was spelled "Aasbjorn", and sometimes "Asbiorn", but 
in Normandy it was "Frenchified" into Osbern. The Norse spelling was 
Osbun and was so spelled as late as 1800 in our own family. 


The name is spelled many ways here in America, such as: Osborn, 
Osborne, Osburne, Osbourn, Osbourne, Osbon, Ozbun, Orsburn, Orabun, 
all of which carry much the same sound when the name is spoken. I 
have found 28 different ways of spelling the name. 


About the year 1000 there lived a man in Normandy, in the Northern 
part of France, by the name of Herfast. This was at a time when men 
only had one name, and the name did not follow down from father to son. 
This man, Herfast, had a son whom he named "Osborn", 


When Osborn becanw 4 man, te, with two others, became whet we 
call "Marshalls", and their duty was to guard the life of the young 
Duke of the country, which ‘buke later became William the Conqueror. 


This man Osborn was killed in the bedroom of the young Duke, by 
William of Montgomery, who was afterward killed by one of Osborn's 
servants, This guardian of the Duke, whom we will call "Osborn 1" had 
a son slightly older than the young Duke, who grew up as a playmeate 
and friend of the Duke, 


This son of Osborn 1, was named "William Fitz Osborn", (Fits 
meaning "son of"). The parents of the young Duke named the Duke for 
William Fitz Osborn. | 


_ When both these men reached manhood, they stepped out into life 
together, and later, when the Duke decided to go to England (or Britain) 
William Fitz Osborn furnished sixty ships of his own, manned by his 
men, to help the Duke conquer England, which was then ruled by King 
Haroid, 


At the battle of Hastings (1066) William Fitz Osborn was Commander 
of one-half the Army, at which time King Harold was defeated, and the 
Duke becare knewn thereafter as "Williem the Conqueror" and William 
Fite Osborn was meade the karl of Hereford, governed half of iLngland 
while the Conqueror returned to Normandy for a season. 


For centeries the Osborn family owned property and a castle on bhe 
Isle of Wight, and it was given away only a few years ago by Prince 
Albert, husband of the late Queen Victoria, who called it the “Osborne 
Hourse", and she lived there a part of her time. 


At her death, she left the property to the State as a public 
Museum, 


William Fitz Osborn wag born about 1035, and the record says he 
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lost his life in battle for "A wife and a crown in Flanders", He died 
in about his 35th to Oth year, being at the time a widower. (See

I am told on good authority, over in Westminster Abbey, in the 
record known as "Dooms Day Book", that the first name is that of Willian 
tie Conqueror, followed by that of William Fitz Osborn. A friend of 
mine actuaily saw the name as here given. 


Whether we are dexcendants of this William Fitz Osborn, we cannot 
surely say, but in all probability we are, as we know we are of nglish 
descent, and today the name in England is a very common one, and reading 
the biographies of scores by that nane in the English Biographical 
Books, one is struck with the sameness in callings, tastes, color of 
hair and eyes, and inflexibility. 


in our l@a“ing «wks on wwiealogy, there have already been several 
"Original :migrants, by the name of Osborn" definitely established, The 
main object of this present article was to establish still another 
"Osborn" in this list, and. to give briefly some account of his and 
his descendants. ' This has been accepted and Mathew (I) Osborn, of 
Sussex County, Jelaware is recorded as an Original migrant in Vol. 
VI of the "Compendium of American Genealogy" (1939 at page 1127.) 


As far as we know, all Osborns came originally from itngland to 
America, and at least 5 different men now head the list as "Original 
-Lmigrants" having descendants in America now. 


Coming down to our own line, we find that one MATTHEW OSBORN born 
in “ngland about 1650, came over to America, and we first find definite 
record of him in Sussex County, Delaware, where he bought land in 1682 
(the year william Penn settled Pennsylvania). Tradition says that during 
Matthew Osborn's boyhood he was bound out by his father to a gardner, 
to learn the trade of gardening. Before the expiration of his apprentice- 
ship he committed some error, or neglected some duty, for which he supposed 
his Master would administer some correction, and to avoid receiving same, 
he took French Leave" secreéed himself in a ship, and immediately sailed 
for America and landed in Pennsylvania, where the Captain sold him 
“or a sufficient lergt* of time for his earnings to pay for his passage. 
ater on he marrisu ano becu.* «a .arge lanc owner in “ussex County, 
Delaware. He owned 600 acres at the time of his death, accorcing to 
his Will. 


Matthew Osborn (whose wife was named Mary) had five children to 
whom he willed property by a Will dated December 10, 2733, and which was 
probated April 5, 1738.’ We have a copy of the original Will, with an 
attest duly certifying to its administration at George Town, sussex 
County, Delaware, 


The names of these children were: JONATHAN; MATTHEW II; THOMAS; 
HENKY AND MARY (who married a HAND. 
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Matthew II was doubtless born in Sussex County, Delaware, about 
the year 1697. He married Isabel Dobson, 10-16-1723, to whom were born 
seven sons and a daughter, (whose name is not known, she was the youngest 
child, and married in North Carolina, Frazier). The seven sons 
Ges were: WILLIAM; JAVID; SAMUEL; JOSEPH; JOHN; MATTHuW IIT; 
ANILL, 


whether the sons of Matthew I, by the names of Jonathan: ‘Thomas, 
and Henry, are the forebearers of a large number of Eastern folks by 
the name of Osborn, we do not know, but such is likely the case; but 
we who are here in Ohio and Indiana are largely descendant of the son 
whom we will call "Matthew II", 


In the year 1753, Matthew II, with his wife, Isabel, and the seven 
sons moved to North Carolina, settling in or near Guilford and Randolph 
counties, Freviously they had lived a short time in Pennsylvania after 
moving from Yel-rware, 


Isabel Dobson Osborn, died Jan. 19, 1770 and Matthew II June 22, 
1783, both in the State of North Carolina, 


This family of ten were members of the Society of Friends, commonly 
called "Quakers" and much of our knowledge of them we got from the 
records of the Society. 


As the records show that the eldest son, William had a wife, 
Rebecca (Cox), and gives no account of their marriage in the church 
record, we are led to assume that they were married in Fennsylvania 
before moving to North Carolina, and moreover the descendants of Witliam 
and “ebecca have a tradition that -ebecca came to North Carolina on 
hosseback, and for a riding whip she had an apple tree twig, At the 
end of the journey, she stuck the end of the twig in the ground, where 
it took root, grew, and became a bearing apple tree, and the variety 
perpetuated,and to distinguish it from other varieties, it was cailed 
the "Becky A wle", and one Daniel Osborn of Guilford County, horth 
Carolina, said that in the year 1886 he had stull the Becky Apple in 
.is orcharc, 

(B.F. Osborn, of itppey, Jowa, visited North Carolina about 1920 
and brought back a few Becky Apples anc reported that it was a common 
variety. ) 


Matthew II and wife Isabel, lived useful lives in or near Guilford 
County, North Carolina, and in 1928, there was erected in ti.at County, 
quite a suitable marker in memory of these early N.C, Pioneers, by the 
many decencants of this couphe. I helped pay for this monume:.t and 
have a picture of it. We viewed this monuzent in the fall of 19h9, 
in Sept. 


Matthew and Isabel's youngest son, Daniel, born 1-3-1715 is my 
own forebearer. ianiel married Margaret Stout, 2-9-1768, and to this 
union were born: PFT#R...RACHAEL...DANTEL.. CYANLIS., 1GLIAM... 
MARGARET...ISAAC... and VLIZABETH, 
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Peter lived, married, and died on the old home place in North 
Carolina, The other chiidren moved to Knox and Jefferson counties, 
Tennessee, some remaining there and the others came on to Ohio and set- 
tling in Wayne, Grant, and Orange Counties, Indiana, 


Daniel and Margaret's son, Charles, born August 21, 1775, and who 
didd .ecember 29, 1850, was my Great Grandfather, 


Charles Osborn was in his time a noted Quaker Minister, having 
traveled and ministered to every Friends Quarterly Meeting in America, 
besides meetings in England and Europe. He printed and edited the 
first Anti-Slavery paper in America (1816-17) which paper was known 
as "The Philanthropist", a bond copy (probably the only one in the world) 
can today be seen at the State Library at Indianapolis, where our family 
placed it in 1926. This paper was published at Mt. Pleasant, Ohio. 


This paper was published several years before william Lloyd Garrison 
published his "Kmancipator"=-in fact, Garrison learned the printing 
trace in Charles Osborn's print shop, and got his Anti-slavery impulse 
from Charles Osborn, 


Charles Osborn married Sarah Meuman, in knox County, Tennesgee, 
1-11-1797,to which union eight children were born: JAMES...JOSIAH... 
JOHN...ISAIAH...LYDIA...ELIJAH.. and ELIHU and an infant son, unnamed. 
wo was born 8-8-1812 and died with the mother 8-10-1812, 


The first wife, having died young, Charles married Hannah Swain, 
on 9-26-1813, a daughter of flihu and Sarah Swain of Jefferson County, 
Tennessee, and to this union were born nine children: NAXCISSA... 
CYNTHA GIDFON...CHARL:S NEWMAN...PARKER...JORDAN...BENJAMIN.. .SANAH 
and ANNA. In January 1819 Charles Osborn and family moved to !conomy, 
Wayne County, Indiana, 


My grandfather, Isaiah Osborn, born November 25, 1803, at Grassy 
Valley, Knox County, Tennessee, married iycia “orth, a North Carolina 
girl who had moved with her parents to itandolph County, Indiana, they 
were married 6-2);-1829, To this union were born 8 children: CAROLINA.. 
CHAR.:S W..EDMUND, .LAURINDA. .NARCISSA. .RHODA. .MARTHA. .cUNIC. 

Isaiah Osborn was also a Minister in the Frien’s Church, 


My father was @harles worth Osborn, born Feb. 7, 1833, at iconomy 
Wayne County, Indiana; and died at the same place on May 22, 1905. He 
was likewise a Minister in the Friends Vhurch. 


Some outstand ng characteristics of Osborns are as follows: Many 
of the children, especially when young, have light colored hair, commonly 
called "Tew hair", besides blue or gray eyes. I have met people all 
the way from California to ¥ngland who consent to this physical mark 
being common. It is the outcropping of the old Norse Blood. 


Osborns are noted for taking a firm stand on any morai., political 
or religious subject, and when a stand is once taken, nothing but reason 
changes their convictions. Our neightors call us "stubborn"--we call 
it "firmness", 
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Osborns are usually good scholars, especially in Mathematics, Many 
have been Preachers, Teachers, \riters, and while huncreds have been 
tillers of the soil, nearly all have a knack at handling tools, working 
ia wood, or metal. None have I ever heard of that were convicted of 
crime. Few ever go insane, All are home-lévers, and rarely has there 
been a divorse. 


Large families have been the fashion, and hundreds have lived to 
an age between seventy and eighty, with several beyond that age. 


God-fearing, man and family loving--what more could be desired?
